1. A method for cleaning a coating machine (1) is known 
from Japanese document JP, A, 08057289, which 
includes : 

- a stripping step during which a high-pressure 
water jet is aimed at the upper portion of the inner 
surface of the vessel, wherein said jet is delivered 
by a nozzle (51) in such a way that it follows, in 
the longitudinal plane of the vessel, a cycloidal 
path close to the shape of the envelope of the 
internal longitudinal profile of the housing, and 
said housing contains a water bath in the lower 
portion thereof; and 

- a step of emptying the vessel, during which the 
bath is removed. 

It should be noted that the examiner is unable to 
read a text in Japanese and that the above remarks 
are based on the English abstract (Derwent and 
Patent Abstracts of Japan) . 

Claim 1 differs from the above prior art in that: 

- the coating machine comprises a turbine, 

- the turbine rotates at a constant speed during the 
stripping step, 
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- the level of the bath is maintained constant above 
the level of the turbine blades (3) , and 

- it includes a suction step for removing the 
remaining residual water and waste while the turbine 
is not in operation, by means of a suction pipe 
(13a) moved longitudinally along the lower 
generatrix of the vessel, retracted upwards then 
returned to the operative position after the vessel 
has been rotated through a fraction of a turn to 
bring a low point of another turbine compartment 
beneath said suction pipe (13a) . 

Claim 1 is novel and involves an inventive step as 
the details of the step following the emptying step 
are not obvious. Therefore, claim 1 complies with 
the requirements of PCT Article 33. 



2. The subject matter of claim 5 as well as the special 
features of the suction pipe device (13) also 
involve an inventive step. 

Therefore, claim 5 complies with the requirements of 
PCT Article 33. 

3. A coating machine is typically used industrially. 
Therefore, the cleaning of such a machine is an 
industrial activity.
